The limitations under which your committee necessarily work 
render it impossible to do all that they feel ought to be done for 
the schools of the town, but they have endeavored to keep the 
standard as high as possible. The school equipment is deficient 
in some respects, but it has not seemed best to place the town at 


-much added expense in any one year. ‘This year, in addition to the 


ordinary supply of books and stationery, some new maps have been 
purchased and distributed in the three districts. 

Inasmuch as certain criticisms have been made with regard 
to the condition of the village schoolhouse, an article has been 
placed in the school warrant giving the district an opportunity to 
take such action in the matter of repairs, as they may wish. More 
detailed explanations with regard to the needed repairs will be 
given at the present school meeting. 

In view of the fact that scholars, from our schools, are fre- 
quently seeking admittance to the Keene high school, it is desirable, 
that, so far as practicable, our school work shall be in accord with 
the work done in the Keene schools in preparation for their high 
school. Some efforts have already been: made in this line, and it 
is hoped that more may be accomplished during the coming year. 

It-is of great importance that parents and citizens shall co- 
operate with the school board in promoting the highest interests 
of the public schools, and such efforts will surely result in great 
benefits to the homes and general interests of the community.
